the Mogul's Dominions, and in thoſe of 
the Ottoman Empire, it was my Fortune, ſeveral 
Times, to meet with a ſmall Perfian Work, enti- 
tled, The delightful lefſons of Horam, the Son of- 
Aſmar, a Book of great Note both at 1/paban and. 
Conſtantinople, and frequently read by the religious: 
Teachers of Mabomet io their Diſciples, to excite. 
them to Works of Morality and Religion. 

I confeſs, being, Ehiefly converſant in Trade, I 
had very little Appeme' to read Books of ſuch a 
Caſt; and it was not, till J had met with the Work 
in almoſt every Part of Aſia, that | was tempted to 
examine a Book recommended on the Score of 
Religion. But a few Hours reading in it, made 
me repent my former Want of Curioſity ; as the

* 2ble to pay him; true it is, that we ought io 
* begin early and late, take Reft, and daily and 
© hourly offer up our Praiſes and Petitions to the 
* Throne of his Grace. But better is a late Re- 
« pertance than. none, and the eleventh Hour of 
* the Day for Work, than perpetval Idleneſs unto - 
„the bnd cf our Time; and this is not obtained 
„to us, but through the Mercies of our Lord and

„% of Women, to thofe who wilt embrace our 
„ Faith; but theſe, O Morell, I dare not promiſe; 
* for | am ſcandalized at the Mohammedans, when 
U refleR, that worldly Pleaſures are all that we 
« promiſe % thoſe, who will take the Name of 
© Mabomet tor their Prophet ; but ſurely the young 
« only can propoſe fuch Pleafures, and the youn 
« can only be captivated by them. Worldly Joys 
% are mean Incitements to the Love of All, and 
« impure F.mbraces but litile Signs of pureſt 
Faith: Had } an ineſtimable Gem, fhould I ho- 
« nor it by placing it in the Mire? or would any 
© one 24 that | had treaſored it up amidſt the 
% Filth of the Earth?“ 

The more | converſed with Heram, the more 
Reaſon had | to admire both his natural and ac- 
- quired Talents: He was a Bigot to no, Religion, , 
and had as few Prepoſſeſſions as ever | met with in 
Man. By his Diſcourſe, J found he had travelled 
into many Parts of the World, and by his ſenſible 
Reflections perceived, that he bad made a noble 
Uſe of his Studies and Travels. This made me ve- 
ry deſirous of hearing an Account of his Life, 
which, after fome Length of Acquaintance, he in- 
dulg ed me in. 

8 came, ſaid he, from the Confines of the 
% Caſpian Sea, and the Mother which bore me, 
4% was the Widow of Adenam, the Iman of Fera- 
& bad; ſhe lived on the Contribution of my Fa- 
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ther's Friends, who was adored, when ſivin 
for his Piety and Devotion; and thoſe who ſup- 
ported her, ſpared no Pains or Coſt in my Edu- 
cation, that I might tread in the Steps of Ade- 
nam my Father. 

% At twelve Years of Age, my Friends ſent me in 
the Caravans to Moni, to ſtudy under Acham, 
the moſt learned of the Teachers of the Law. of 
Mahomet. With this Sage | continved for nine 
Years, and officiated tor him in the Moſques of 
Mouſul, till Aiboun the Bafthaw of Diarbec, tak- 
ing occaſion to quarrel with our Cadie, marched 
toward Mouſul, and utterly deſtroyed the Place, 
carrying away with him four Hundred of the In- 
habitants, whom he ſold for Slaves. Amon 
this Number was Horam, the Friend of thy Bo- 
ſom, who, though an Imin, was nevertheleſs 
ſent to Aleppo by the avaricious Baſhaw, and ſold 
to an Engliſh Merchant. 

* With this Perſon, whoſe Name was Wimble- 
ton, | lived for ſeveral Years, and having a rea- 
dv Memory, | applied myfelf to learn the Eng- 
liſh Language, and ferved him in the Quality of 
an Interpreter. 


„% My Maſter finding me both faithful and uſe- 


ful, ſoon employed me to traffic for him in the 


Inland Countries, and I travelled with the Cara- 
vans into moſt Parts of Amaſia, Turcomania, Ar- 
menia, Curdiſtan, and Perſia ; and executing my 
Commiſſions to the Satisfaction of my Maſter, 
he gave me my Liberty, upon Condition that I 
would, during his Life, ferve him in the Capa- 
city of Steward. I accepted, with Thanks, bis 
bounteous Offer, and Alla made the Time of 
my Servitude as the Shadow before the Sun. 


Within two Years my Maſter died, and com- 


manded me on his Death-Bed to make up his Ef- 
ſects, and fend or carry them to England te Bis 
* Brother, 
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% Brother, who, he ſaid, but little deſerved them, 
„(but the Grave ſhould not be entered by thoſe 
© who were at Enmity) allowing me a Quarter 
« Part for my Subſiſtence, for Freedom, ſaid he, ij 
* without Property, is but an Obligation to change, 
% perhaps a good Maſter for a worſe. þ 
« | was greatly affected at the Death of my 
« Muller, and reſolved to undertake the Journey 
* to England in Perion, reſerving only one Tenth 
% of my Maſter's Fortune, which was ſufficient to 
. © ſatisty tne Defites of one whole Hope was not 
& fixed on the Pleaſures of Life. 
Having collected my Maſter's EffeAs; I paſſed 
„ through the Mediterranean to Leg born, and from 
« thence to Paris, and fo by Calais to London. In 
„ the Countries which I paſſed, I ſaw with ſur- 
« priſe, the Magnificence of the Popiſh Religion; 
„where, however, Ceremony ſeems to poſſeis the 
& Seat of moral Duties, and Superſtition is cloath- 
* ed in the Veſtments of Faith. I was ſurpriſed 
% to find ſuch Abſurdities in Europe, where | was 
« warned by my Maſter to expect the moſt ratio- 
4% nal Cuſtoms, and the pureſt Light of Virtue and 
„Religion. But the Female Glance will not al- 
% ways bear to be expoſed, and the Veils of the 
« Eaſt, would well become the Faces of the Eu- 
% ropean Ladies. I often perceived a cuſtomary 
% Monotony in the Prayers of Chriflian Prieſts, 
% and the Fervor of Devotion was buried in the un- 
'« meaning Geſtures of its Votaries. In the Vaſt 
«© we fall low before Ala, we are earneſt in our 
« Petitions; but in Europe the Chriſtian ſeems as 
4 ynconcerned in the 'Terple, as in their Houſes of 
% Refreſhment, and often as loquaciou# and fa- 
« miliar. But this I have obſerved more frequent 
«© in England, than in any other Part of the World. | 
c Indeed, the Eng/iſb behave as though they weye | 
« wiſer than the God they pretend to r! 
. s t ey | 
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they attend him with great Indifference, and if 
the Face is' an Index of the Mind, a By Mander * 
may perceive, that when they meet together to 
worſhip their Deity, they think of every Thing 
but of Religion Perhaps a Variety of Attitudes 
is, among Chriſtians, a Mark of the higheſt A- 
doration ; if ſo, the Engliſh are the moſt meri- 
torious Devotees [ ever beheld. Some are fitting, 
ſome are ſtanding, ſome are lolling, ſome are 
yawning, ſome are even ſleeping, and all theſe 
Varieties are to be met with in the ſame Part of 
their Worſhip; ſo that a Stranger would ima- 
gine, that there was a great Diverſity of Opinion 
among Cbriſtiant, even in the ſame Church, 
which was the moſt decent and becoming Poſture 
for a Sinner to uſe, before a God of Purity, for 
ſo I think the Chri/tians call their Deity. But I 
will not trouble you with my Obſervations, 
which were chiefly religious, as my firſt Studies 
in Life naturally led me to obſerve the different 
Modes of Religion among Mankind. | 
] waited upon the Brother of my deceaſed 
Maſter with a faithful Account of his Effects, 
and informed him how generous my Maſter 
had been to me, in allotting me one Quarter 
of his Effects. | 
Mr. Edward Wimbleton changed Color at my 
Relation; the Death of his Brother did nat 
ſeem to affect him ſo much, as my Declara- 
tion, that my Maſter had been ſo benehcent to 
me. 

* I was grieved to obſerve this Behaviour in a 
Chriſtian ; and to find that a Man, in the moſt 
enlightened Kingdom of the Earth, ſhould think 
ſo avariciouſly of Riches, and ſhew ſo little Reſ- 
pect to his BenefaQtor and Brother.

To this I anſwered, that I could produce my

te that I had a Friend in London, a Gentleman who 
* had been long refident in Aleppo, who had can- 
«© tioned me to be watchful of his Dealings; that 
« if the Officers had the Power of the Law, they 
“ might uſe it, but if not, my Friend would in- 
« form againſt Mr. Wimbletan, if he did not meet 
* me on the Exchange by two o' Clock. 

* At this Inſtant we heard a violent Knocking at

Stranger, I admire your Notions, your Con- 
tentment, and your Modeſty ; but give me Leave 
to ſay, you are negleAing the public Welfare, 
while you endeavour to provide only for your 
own private Advantage. To bring an infamous 
Man to Juſtice is a Debt you owe to the Public, and 
what you recover from him, you may reaſonably 
lay out in ſome public Service. This is the great 
Law ot Society; and to do Good to Multitudes, 
is far more preferable than the private Satisfaction 
of eating and drinking to ourſelves alone.

wah une Figures I was taught to meaſure the

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© great Parent of Day, and to calculate the Diſ- 
& tance of the Stars of Heaven; to foretell the 
« baneful Eclipſes of the Sun and Moon, and to 
« propheſy unto Kingdoms and Nations the Loſs 
% of the Light of Heaven: By thele Taliſmans 
© of Science could | meaſure the inacceſſible 
© Heights of the Mountains, and the wide Surface 
„of the Deep, and threaten the Earth with the 
« portentuus Appearance of territying Comets, 
« 'Think not, therefore, O Morell, that I fpared 
„% either "Trouble or Time to arrive at the Depths 
„„ of Mathematical Knowledge | adored that 
„ bright Conſtellation of the North, the Heaven 
% taught Newton, with whom I often held ſuch 
«© Converſe, as the Inhabitants of the Faſt are ſaid 
& (% hold with the Genii of Mankind. I ſaw him 
* bring down the Moon from the Realms of 
Night, to influence and aQuate the '] ides of the 
“ Sea, and heard him read in his Books the Laws 
© of the tumultuous Ocean; he marked the 
&© Courſes of the Stars with his Wand, and re- 
% duced excentric Orbs to the Obedience of his 
* Syſtem. He caught the ſwift flying Light, and 
© divided its Rays; he marſhalled the Emanations 
“ of the Sun under their different colored Banners, 
% and gave Sy:nmetry and Order to the Glare of 
„ Day; he explained the dark eternal Laws of 
© Nature, and ſeemed acquainted with the Dictates 
% of Heaven. 

“ Such a Maſter overpayed all th- Toils I had 
« taken in my Voyage to England, and what I 
% could not find in he public Reſorts of the Mer- 
& chants, I diſcovered in the Cloſets of the Learn- 
6c ed. , 

It was Matter of grea! Surpriſe and Joy to an 
ignorant and bigotted Aſiatic, to be thus let looſe 
* from his narrow Prejudices, into an immeaſure- 
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able Syſtem of Planets and Worlds; to look with 
Contempt on the Artificial Globe, at the C/ 
pian Sea, which was once like a boundleis Prof- 
pect before my F yes, and diſcover with a' Mo- 
tion of my Finger, all the Kingdoms of the Earth 
expoſed to my View. But then when the wide 
Extent of Sea and Land had filled my Mind, to 
look on all as a ſmall attendant Planet on the 
Sun, and on the Sun itſelf as but one among a 
thouſand Stars, of equal, if not ſuperior Magni- 
tude: My whole Soul was loſt in the long long 
extended Idea, and I ſeemed but as an inviſible 
Atom amidſt ten thouſand Worlds! 

* Nor did my Reſearches end here; I attended 
my Friend to Cambridge, and examined with him 
the Syſtems of the natural Philoſophers. I was 
pleaſed to ſee FaQts preferred to Hypotheſes, and 
Nature dictating her own Laws. I traced, with 
Admiration, the Principles of Mechaniſm, and 
ſaw the regular Scale of multiplied Power by 
which Archimedes would have moved the Earth. 
The Secrets too of Chemiſtry were laid open be- 
fore me; inert Matter was engaged in warlike 
Commotion, and Fire was brought down from 
Heaven to entertain me. But it was not Amuſe- 
ment without Inſtruction, nor the Cauſe of Ad- 
miration unfruitful in Knowledge; I heard the 
Reaſonings of the Philoſophers on theſe Subjects, 
and conſidered: their Concluſions; and I often 
ſmiled to ſee oppoſite Opinions ariſing from, and 
ſupported by the ſame Experiments. This 
taught me at once the Beauty of Nature and 
Folly of Man. I found Ignorance growing on

were leading me to their original Fntrance. 
arrived at the ſame Place of Uncertainty from 


whence I {et out, with this Difference, I was aſ- 
« ſured 
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ſured of human Ignorance, while others were 
preparing to be deceived by a Shew of Learning, 
| left this Seat of Knowledge purſuing their Cir- 
cle of Studies, concluding, from what [ had ſeen, 
that Science is no farther uſeful, than as it con- 
duces to the Improvement of Life ; and that to 
know, and not to praQiiſe, is like him who is 
buſy in the Seed Time, and idle in Harveſt. 


„Having joined a Knowledge of Phyſic and 
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Hiſtory of the Sciences I was before Maſter of, 
| began to pant after my native Land, where 
my was a wide Field open to diſplay my Know- 
edge. 

60 But War, which is the Bane of Science, pre- 
vented my Journey to Aleppo. The Regions 
of Aſia being barred from my Approach in the 
Mediterranean, were yet open in the - 
Indies; a Fleet being deſtined for thoſe Parts, I 
entered as a Paſſenger in one of the Company's 
Ships, and arrived, after a tedious Paſlage, in 
the Bay of Bengal. 

* In the Progreſs of my Voyage my intelleQual 
Knowledge was confirmed, and I was pleaſed to 
add Experience to Science. The Wonders of 
the Deep are not leſs magnificent, than the rude 
and enchanting Scenery of the majeſtic Moun- 
tains; and Waves are hurled on Waves by con- 
tending Storms, till mimic Alps appear equal in 
Horror to the true; but he who is certain that 
his Life is never a Moment in his own Power, 
will be as calm in the Tempeſt as when he runs 
before the Breeze. Tis of little Conſequence 
whether the Worm or the loud Thunder 
deſtroy us; whether the Earth open and ſwal- 
low up a Nation, or whether that People 


down to their Graves the fingle Victims oe 
Death. 
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I reſided ſome Time in Bengal, before I could 
© find dny Opportunity of proceeding to the Mo- 
« gul's Court, where | had reſolved to ſeck for 
Pfeferment. The Monarchs of the E are 
fond of the European Sciences; they, in ſome 
% Meaſure, tolerate the Religion of the Jeſuits, 
* that they may be benefited by the ingenious La- 
« bours of that inſinuating Society; but they ate 
* no Friends to the Chriſlian Faith, and the Mil. 
* ſionary who was to depend on his Religion only, 
© would ſoon fall a Sacrifice to either the Mobam- 
* medan Doctors, or the Indian Bramins. But 
© at preſent Religion is the pretended Motive of 
* the Jeſuits travels into India, though perhaps 
% they are as little zealous to propagaie the true 
“ Doarines of Chriſtianity as thoſe they ſerve are 
4 to believe them. They are good Mathemati- 
« ciafis, but bad Saints, unleſs where they expe 
“ ſome temporal Advantage from the Propagation 
« of their Faith. 

c Nothing therefore but their uſeful Knowledge 
& could prevail upon the Eaftern Monarchs to ca- 
% refs a Society whom alfa deſpifes. The Ma- 
% chinations of theſe Fathers, though carried on 
4% by Art, are yet betrayed by the proud Spirit of 
c thoſe who eondu them, and their Fate is deter- 
„ mined whenever the Aſiatics ſhall have learned 
ce their Sciences. Theſe RefleQions induced me 
& to ſtudy the European Arts, and I made no 
% Doubt but that my Preſence would be accepta- 
c ble at the Court of the Great Mogul; my Sur- 
cc. miſes were not unjuſt, I made myſelf Known to 
et the Nabobs and the Vizters of the Covrt, and be- 
46 ing provided with an intire Set of the beſt mathe- 
4c matical Inſtruments, and a portable App 
« in Philoſophy, I was heard with Pleaſure, and 
& attended to with Admiration; my Fame ſoon 


t reached the Mogul's Ears, and that mighty Mo. 
« narch 
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narch ordered the wonderful Philoſopher of the 
Eaſt into his Preſence. | Pa 

« My Knowledge and Experiments raifed the 
Suſpicion of the Mogul, and he fancied that [ 
was a Jeſuit diſguiſed. Ten learned Mobamme- 
dan Doctors were ordered to examine me. [I 
went through my Ablutions and Purifications, 
and the hidden Ceremonies of the Religion of 
our Prophet. I explained to them my Birth 
and Manner of Life, and told them under whoſe 
Inſtructions I had imbibed the Precepts of the 
Faithful. I painted to them the Days of my 
Slavery, and my Education in Britain, the 
Land of Science. 1 declared to them finally my 
Deſire of implanting in Aa the Seeds of that 
Learning which I had gathered in Europe, 'and 
beſought their Aſſiſtance to cultivate and ripen 
the great Deſign. l 
« My Brethren were amazed at my Diſcourſe, 
and rejoiced at my Succels ; they haſtened to 
diſcover my Intentions to the Mogul, and to aſ- 
ſure him of my Uprightneſs and Truth. Phat 
powerful Monarch was enraptured at my Deſign, 
and immediately ordered me a Building” in his 
Palace. He daily ſent for me to exhibit the a- 
mazing Effects of my Art, and employed me in 
mathematical and aſtronomical Labours.

read without Benefit; he admired Vice in all 
its Deformity, and deſpiſed the Leſſons of Vir- 
tue and Goodneſs; or if they made a flight In- 

reſſion on him, it was but for a Moment, and 

ice had its uſual Aſcendency. 
la the mean Time Aſia received with Pleaſure 
the Leſſons of Heram, the Son of Aſmar: but 
yet what was Aſia, or the whole World, while 
one unconquerable Mind was left, for whom a- 
lone they were firſt intended. But although 
various ntries were my Admirers, the Max- 
ims of Horam had no Effe& on the Lives of thoſe 
who commended my Writings. This made me 
pine when the Branches of Honor overſhadowed 
me, and fink under Fears which none but my- 
ſelf might have entertained. 

« Ofmir 
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© Oſmir grew up under my Care, and I had 

© the Mortification to be called the Preceptor of 
* the moſt abandoned of Mankind: In a few Years: 
© he became a Monſter and a Man. It was then 
Horam was deſtined. to feel the Weight of his 
« Malice, ; 

„ Aurengzebe perceived the Havghtineſs and the 
« vicious Principle of his Son, and he made no 
Doubt but that- he would ſoon aſpire to his

Having thus ſaid, the Hag retired into her Box 
ſhaking her Crutches, and with an hideous Yell 
cloſed herſelf in, and left the unfortunate Mer- 
chant on a Bed of Doubt and Anxiety for the reſt 
of the Night.

« Alas, Sir, anſwered the Traveller, it is in 
© the Deſarts of Arabia, many Days Journey from 
© hence; beſides, your Preſents are not ready, 
„ nor your Guard, leſt the Arabs ſpoil you of your 
“ Riches, and prevent your Application at the 
„ Entrance of the Valley of B:ccbim; but it you

Tur MERCHANT ABUDAHN's ADVENTURE IN 
THE VALLEY OF Bocchix. 


N the ninth Day of the third Month, ere /the 
Sun was riſen on the Moſques of Bagdat, 
was the ſumptuous Caravan drawn up in long Or- 
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der through the Streets of that City, which Abudak. 
beheld from his Windows. | 

Five hundred Archers, mounted on the fleeteſt 
Courſers, led the Van ; behind whom were twelve 
thouſand Oxen, thirty thouſand Sheep, and two 
hundred of the fineſt Horſes of Arabia. 

Next to theſe came fix hundred armed with Pole. 
axes and Scymitars, with ſilken Banners diſplaying 
the Bleſſings of Paſturage, and the Utility and C 
veniency of Cattle for the Service of Man. 

After theſe were driven two hundred Camels, 
loaden with all Manner of dried and preſerved 
Fruits; a thouſand more with all Sorts of Grain; 
2 thouſand with the richeſt Wines; and five hun- 
dred with the moſt pure Oil; five hundred more 
with Spices and Perfumes; and behind thele a 
thouſand armed Huſbandmen, ſinging the Bleſ- 
ſings of the Earth, burning in Cenſers the moſt 
coſtly Perfumes, and bearing flaxen and filken 
Banners, repreſenting the Seaſons and annual Labours 
of Huſbandry. | 

Theſe were of the firſt Day's Proceſſion ; the 
ſecond began with five hundred Miners armed wit 
Sledges and Hammers, whom a large Car follow 
drawn by twenty ſtrong Oxen, having within it all 
the Implements of Iron, and above in the upper 
Part an Hero, who commanded the armed Men in 
the whole Cavalcade. Then came five hundred 
Artificers, and after them a. Car drawn, by twenty 
Mules with the Implements of Lead, and a curious 
Artizan on the Top of the Car, ſinging the Uſes 
of Metals. Behind theſe; came five hundred more 
Artificers, with their different Tools, and a Car 
drawn by twenty Horſes with caſt Figures, Sta- 
tues and Implements of Braſs, and a cunning Ar- 
tificer on the Top of the Car. After theſe fallow» 
ed a thouſand Artificers in Silver, and a ſumptuous ' 


Car of ſolid Silver drawn by twelve Unicorns, and 


laden |

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laden with Plate and Silver Coins; alſo an hundred 
Camels behind, laden alſo with Silver; and on the 
Car ſat the Steward of Abudab. 

At a ſmall Diſtance from theſe came forward a 
thouſand armed cap-a-pee, after the Manner of 
Saracens : and behind theſe followed, on ſumptu- 
ous Mules, five hundred of the principal foreign 
Merchants, richly habited, with the Emblems of 
Commerce curiouſly wrought in their Garments, 
who were followed by an enormous Car drawn by 
four Elephants, laden with golden Emblems and 
Devices, with great Quantities of that precious 
Metal: The Car alſo was of beaten Gold. And 
into this, taking Leave of Abudab, aſcended the 
poor Traveller, arrayed in Purple and Gold, and 
pointing with a golden Rod toward the Valley of 
Bocchim: And theſe completed the ſecond Day's 
Proceſſion. 

On the third Day iſſued forth from the Gates of

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Abudab, drawn in a Chariot of Pearl, of the moſt 
curious Work nanſhip, by ten Milk- white Steeds, 
whoſe Trappings were of Gold. As to the Garments 
of the Merchant, nothing could be conceived more 
magnificent; ; but the Splendor of the Jewels that 
were interwoven with the Cloathing exceeded the 
moſt laviſh Deſcription : On each Side the Chariot 
a hundred Muſicians attended, and filty Slaves 
burning the choiceſt Perfumes ; various, ſplendid 
Banners waved around him, and two hundred 
Friends behind of the higheſt Rank in the, City of 
Bagdad, attended the illuſtrious and wealthy Abu 
dah ; After whom a thouſand Archers, and num 
berleſs Camels laden with all Manner of Proviſions, 
Water, and Wine, brought vp. the Rear, of this, 
magnificent Cavalcade. 

On the thirteenth Day they haked, in, a Plain, 
bounded on its Sides with lofty Mountains, and at; 
the further End with a deep. Foreſt of Cedars. Ay 


Palms. Here the poor Traveller ee Fit 


Sudab, walked forward toward the. Fareſk, before. 


them. 
The en ted Aude. into the Forelt: 


through Thickets, almoſt impervigus, fave the 


blind Path which, guided them forward. 

In this Manner they paſſed till the, Eyening, 
when the Traveller, entering a Cave, diſappeared. 
from the wondering Auudab. 


The Merchant eſſayed to follow, him, but lopk-. 


ing into the Cave he tound it had m Bottom, 


therefore he was obliged to deſiſt. 
The Sun was now ſinking from the 1 
and the glowing Skies ſeemed to tip the Woods 


with their reddening Light. Abudab being 
w ught out 2 Tree, and climbing 


farigued, firſt 
into it, reſolved there to 1538 the Daun of the 
Morning. 

But his ſevere Fatigues had; ſo ak exhauſted 
im, 
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him, that although he had reſolved to watch till 
the Morning, yet, Sleep ſoon overpowered him, and 
made him forget either the Wonders or the Dan- 
gers that ſurrounded him. 

Abudab, in the Morning, when be awakened, 
was ſurpriſed at an unuſual Glitter about him, and 
looking more ſtedfaſt, he found the Tree wherein 
he fat to be of pure Gold, and the Leaves of Sil- 
ver, with Fruit like Rubies hanging in Cluſters on 
the Branches. Looking around, he alſo beheld the 
Face of the Country as though it had been chan- 
ged ; for on every Side appeared the moſt glorious 
Palaces that Eye could conceive, glittering with 
Silver, Gold, and precious Stones; ſo that the 
whole appeared more like an heavenly than an 
earthly Situation.

« and placed in theſe Repoſitories, the Bottoms of 
« which, at the Cenire of the Earth, are grated, 
% and let out ſparingly theſe ſmaller Fragments; 
« ſo likewiſe of the Jewels, which fall like Fruit 
« from the Trees, and break into little Pieces, 

| * theſe 
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© theſe are all thrown together to ſerve the Earth, 
*© but none above ſuch a Size are admitted, nor 
* indeed could they paſs through the Grating be- 
© low. 

* Thus theſe Metals and Jewels mixing with 
© the Earth, and being diffuſed in its Bowels, are 
* at length ſtopped by Rocks and Stones, and ſo 
« form Mines in different Parts of the World, 
each requiring the Induſtry and Labour of Man, 
* that they may be brought the more ſparingly 
into the World.” | 

Abudab, having viewed theſe Things, returned, 
and being preſented to the Genius of Riches; 
* Now, faid the Genius, bring forth the Iron Cheſt, 
* wherein it is ſaid the Taliſman of Oromanes is 
* lodged.” | 

At the Command of the Genius, ten of an in- 
ferior Order brought in an huge Cheſt with fifty 


Locks upon it; the Cheſt itſelf was of Iron, and 


bound round with the ſtrongeſt Bands, which were 
harder than Adamant. There, ſaid the Genius 
** to Abudab, there is thy Reward, return to 
* Bagdat, and live in Peace all the Days of thy 
CL.” | 

« Muſt I then, replied Aua, O beneficent 
* Genius, carry with me the Cheſt alfo, or is it

« it from its Place of Security? Whilſt thou doſt 
„ poſleſs the Cheſt, the Taliſman is thine own, and 
* the Force of Man cannot bereave thee of it: 
„% Why then ſhould Curioſity prevail over Securi- 
© ty? It is written in the Chronicles of Time, that 
© he who poſſeſſeth the Taliſman of Oromanes ſhall 
© be happy; ſeek not, therefore, to diſentangle 
* the Taliſman from its preſent State of Security, 
« till it fail thee of its promiſed Efficacy. Take, 

„% however, 
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© however, the fifty Keys, but beware leſt thy 
* Curioſity alone tempt thee, for what Mortal can 
* fay if its Refulgence be not too much for Man 
* to behold.” — 

Having thus ſaid, the Genius commanded Abu- 
dab to lie down on the Cheſt, and immediately his 
Eyes cloſed, and not till the Mo ning after did he 
awake, and find himfelf in a Tent, on the Plain 
where he had left his immenſe Caravan, but now

They next arrayed themſelves in coſtly Robes of 
divers Colours, and, like Abudab, added by that fra- 
grant Waſh a new Bloom to their elegant Com- 
plexions. 

From the Wardrobe a Door opened to a ſpacious 
Saloon; here Abudab was invited to a Sofa, and 
immediately ęach fair Beauty was loaden with 
Diſhes ; every Luxury, every Rarity was there. 
Abudab and his fair Company began the Banquet, 
while Genii inviſible adminiſtered to them rich 


ſparkling Wines, high Sauces, congealed Liquors; 


ruits of every Kind, the Nectarine, the Perſian 


Apple, the lordly Pine, the luſcious Grape, the 


cooling Pomegranate, the juicy Pear, and a thou- 


ſand others were heaped before them, till Nature 


was not only ſatisfied, but tired with Profuſion. 
Then followed the full and racy Wines, forbidden 
indeed by Mabomet, but not forbidden in the Groves 
of Shadaſti; the Sweetmeat and Preſerves, and in 
ſhort, every Luxury which could ſtimulate and 
rouze the jaded Appetite.

She then commanded the Company to pay Abu- 
dab the Honours they uſed to pay her, and, with a 
prefling Tenderne\s, obliged him to ſhare with her 
the Throne of Pleaſure.

% have choſen.” 

Thus ſaying, ſhe ſtruck Abudab with her Crutch, 
and vaniſhed trom his Sight; the Touch of her 
noxious Crutch filled him with aching Pains, and 
the dead Bodies and the Groans of thoſe dying 
around him, inſpired the wretched Merchant with 
the utmoſt Horror and Deſpair. 

He wandered for a long Time in what he now be- 
lieved an endleſs Cavern, without Light; and to add 
to his Wretchedneſs, every Step he took he trod on 
ſome venomous Creature.

* Take then, anſwered the Voice, thy Way 
4 as the Cavern deſcends, and fear not to ſtoop, in 
4 order to riſe, for in the loweſt Part of this Ca- 
« vern is ſituated the Opening you muſt aſcend, 
« As the Voice ended, Abudab found his Feet at 
Liberty, and began to feel out for the Cavern's.

The lower he went, the more Filth and Stench 
he found; to which, ſubmitting with Patience, he, 
by a long Paſlage, ſometimes crawling under rug- 
ged Arches, ſometimes wading in Mud and Dirt, 
and in total Darkneſs, attained to the End of the.

„% Our renowned Sultan Rammaſin, replied the 
Vizier Harran, made it his Cuſtom to take the 
Field in Summer, to terriity his Foes; but in 
the Midſt of this Campaign, it pleaſed the Pow- 
ers, who preſide over the Mountains of Taſg!, 
to call him from us, and bleſs us with the Pre- 
ſence of My Lord, before whom I ſtand. For 
ſince the Time that the Deſcendants of Mabomet 
involved our Kingdom in perpetual Bloodſhed, 
we have been warned by the Oracles of Taſgr, 
to expect a King from the Womb of the Moun- 
tain, that no Diviſion of Families, or Conten- 
tion among Brethren, might diſturb the Peace

* And who, ſaid Abudah, are the Neighbours 
of my Kingdom, beyond theſe Mountains ?

Abudah was going on, but his Pains and Weak- 
neſs obliged him to order, that an inner Tent might 
be prepared for him. 

While the Eunuchs and Slaves were attending 
their new Sulian, his Vizier Harran cauſed the roy- 
al Mandate to be proclaimed within the Encamp- 
ment, and commanded the Leaders of the Army 
to be aſſembled together, to deliver to them the Or- 
ders of the Sultan Abudah.

the fulleſt Satisfaction they were capable of; and 
imploring him, that he would not make War upon 
a Nation, who were ever the Friends of the Taſ- 
gites, and to whom that Kingdom had never de- 
clared any hoſtile Intention. - 

To theſe humble Remonſtrances Abudah re- 
plied, that he was not to be taught and directed by 
ſuch baſe Slaves as the Shakarabs ; and that what- 
ever Intention he might have had originally in en-

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The Leaders of the Armies of Taſgi being ig- 
norant and imperious, every Kind of Tyrranny 
and Cruelty was practiſed, till the wretched Sha- 
tarabs being made Priſoners, and their Wives and 
Families raviſhed or murdered, the Sultan Abudab 
returned to the Kingdom of Taſgi, with the Spoils 
of the conquered. Country, amidſt the Acclama- 
tions of the Army and its Leaders.; who were ſo 
laviſh of their Praiſes and Adulations, that Abudab

fr LFOURAN, by the San&ity of his Man- 
t ners, and the Abſtemiouſneſs of his Diet, had 
gained the Hearts of the whole Province of Eyraca ; 
but none was more captivated with the holy Der- 
vale, than Sanballad, the Son of Sami, a Merchant 
in Baſſora, whoſe Father intended to bring him up 
in the mercantile Buſineſs, which he himſelf pro- 

teſſed. | 
The Hermitage of Alfouran was ſituated in a 
Wood, near. the Suburbs of the City. It was 
formed out of a ſtupendous Rock in the Side of a 
Mountain, and contained two Cells, the outermoſt

« petite; of which it thou taſteit, or to which if

At this Command Sanballad aroſe with joyful 
Looks, and began to aſcend the holy Mountam. 

He ſpent the firſt Day in a folemn Silence, not 
daring even to look up of move from his Poſtuce, 
but kept his Eyes fixed on the Ground, and in Se- 
cret implored the ſtrengthening Aſſiſtance of the 
Founder of his Faith. 

The ſecond Day Alfeuran ſet before him a ſump-

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The Bed or Reſting place of Sanballad was on

As the Cenii pronounced theſe Words in Songs 
of Melody, the Prophet aroſe, and aſcended from 
their Sight, while the whole Aſſembly lay en- 
tranced with delightful Viſions.

Fruit which his own warmer Sun produced, were 
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HE royal Court of the Caliph Haſſun Aſar, 
beheld with Diſcontent a long Series of 
gloomy Moons. The Voice of Joy and the Smiles 
of Feſtivity were baniſhed the Palace, by the ſevere | 
Frowns which ſat uninterrupted on the Brow of the 
Caliph. 
The Barrenneſs of his ſpacious Seraglio was 
the Cauſe of his Melanchely ; neither the youth- 
ful Beauties of Circaſſia, nor the more ripened 


capable of continuing the Race of the Calipbs of 

Bagdat. | 
Ompbram, the tutelary Genius of his Kingdom, 
ſaw the preverſe Will of Fate, and could not 
withſtand its Decrees; ſhe read in the permanent 
Leaves of that everlaſting Book, that Haſan 
Aſſar would vainly ſolicit a Progeny from Heaven, 
while he ſought after that Bleſſing in the Embraces 
of Beauty.

_— ſaw the Malice, but could not prevent 
the Blow. The Arrow pierced through the 
ſnowy Breaſt of the lovely Female, and the warm 
Tide of Blood and Lite, ſſued for: h at the un- 
friendly Wound. | 
As the diſtreſſed 9 drew the Arrow forth, 
and applied his Lips to the Place, the Black 
Jumping trom the Beall, ran to him, and com- 
manded him to L his Care, or he would 
for ever loſe the ProieQtion of Mabomet.

Nouri liſtened with Pleaſure to the Words 
EFhuadir : | 

* Yes, ſaid ſhe, benevolent Stranger, you well 
© adviſe me how to portion my poor Infant Urad, 
* whom I could neither provide for by my Induf- 
try, nor inſtru, without loſing the daily Bread 
i earn for her: I perceive a hittle is ſufficient for 
* your Support; nay, I know not how, | ſeem to 
have greater Plenty ſince you. have been with 
„ me than before; whether it be owing to the 
* Blefling of Heaven on. you, I know. not.” 
Far be it from me, ſaid Houadir, to ſee

The Counſel of Carnakan ſeemed agreeable un- 
to the Sultan and his Sages, and Miſnar gave im- 
mediate Orders, that the Mutes of his Seraglio 
ſhould attend the Prince to the royal Caſtle at A- 
boulfakem, and then diſmiſſing for the preſent the 
aſſembled Sages, he commanded them every Week 
to attend the Divan.

Hiri, the ſworn Enemy of the eaſtern Throne. 
« For although the Signet of Mabomet will pre-

The Sultan Miſnar was moved at the Diſcourſe 
of his Prophets, and ſpent the Night in Thought 
and Perplexity.

„My Lord, anſwered Heram, when my Fa 
« ther, through the Malice of his Enemies, waz 
* baniſhed from the Preſence of the mighty Da- 
% bulcombar, (whom the Feuri's of Paradiſe do 
% ſerve) he called me to him, and ſaid, O Eran, 
* the evil minded have prevailed, and thy Father 
* 1s fallen a Sacrifice to the Enemies of Truth: 
„No more, my Son, ſhall I behold the Children 
« of my Sirength, nor the Splendor of my Sultan's 
Court; whither I go, I know not] But do 

 & you, my Son, take this Tablet, and Whatever 
ic befalleth thy Parent, ſhall at Times be made 
* known to you in the Leaves of this Book; and 
„ to whomſocver thou giveſt it, that Friend ſhall, 
« after my Death, read therein whatever Horan, 
% my Son, ſhall wiſh to make known unto him“ 

Faithful Hiram, anſwered the Sultan, thy 
% Prefent is of ſuch exquiſite Value, that thy 
&« Prince ſhall, in Confidence, honour thee with 
de the firſt Place in luis Eſteem, Know then, my 
% faithful Viz er, that the Powers of Enchantment 
« are let looſe againit my Throne, and the Pro- 
“ phets have ſaid, thou ſhalt not prevail but with 
&* the Signet of Mabomet, and the Girdle of Opat- 
*« ka; therefore it is expedient that I firſt go to 
& Mecca to obtain by Prayer this valuable Gift of 
the Prophet; my Purpoſe but this Morning was 
“% to go furrounded by the Nobles of my Court; 
„% but while Rebellion ſtalketh abroad, Pageants 
* are idle, and the Parade ol a Sultan's Pilgrimage 
% will, give my Enemies Time to increaſe in the! 
„ Numbers and Strength. No, Horam, I myſclf 
« will in Secret approach the Tomb of any Pro- 
„ phet, for Alla requireth the Service of the 
% Heart, and ſearcheth out the Purity of his Set- 


* yants Intentions ; I thall go with the greater pry 
« Jily 
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« lity as a Peaſant than as a Prince. In the mean 
« Time, my royal Tent ſhall be pitched, and 
% Haram only ſhall be ſuffered to approach it. Se 
c ſha my Slaves imagine their Sultan goeth forth 
© with them to the Field, and the Hearts of my 
(6 Subjecs ſhall be ſtrengthened.“ 

„ Be the Defires ot the Sultan fulfilled, ſaid 
« Horam, with Reverence: But will not my 
« Lord take with him a Guard in his Pilgrimage ; 
« for the Dangers of the Journey are great over 
* the Mountains and Deſaris, and the Voyage by 
« the Seas is perilous, ”? | 

* No, anſwered the Sultan, thoſe who are my 
« Slaves here, may, at a Diſtance, become my 
„% Maſters, and ſell me to my Foes; where the 
« Truſt is great, great is the Danger alſo. Shell 
i ] ſet Guards over iny Perſon in the Heart of 
„% my Kingdom, ainidfſt my faithful Subjects, and 
« irult my Life in a S'ave's Hand, where Iam 
neither known nor reſpeted? When the Dia- 
* mond lieth conceated in the Mine, it is free and 
* unmoleſted, but when it ſhineth abroad on the 
« Earth all covet its Poſſeſſion.” 

The Vrzier Horam was ſtruck with the Pru- 
dence of his youthful Sultan, and bowed in Aﬀent 
to the Words of his Lord. 

In a few Days the Armies of Jndia aſſembled ; 
the royal Tent was pitehed, and the Vizier was 
declared the Leader of his Sultan's Forces. NM 
nar entered his Tent in great State, and Horam 
?lone followed the Sultan inte the Reiirements of 
ine moveable Pav lion. 

The Vizier had, according to the Sultan's In- 
ſtruQions, prepated a Diſguiſe for his Maſter;

« True, my Sultan, anſwered the Vizier, 
without Au vain is the Counſel of Man; but 
is not Alla every where preſent to aid and de- 
fend the Sons of the Faithful?“ 

Though Ala be all powerful, anſwered Mi/- 
nar, yet is not the Siave of his Hand to dire& 
the Lord of all Things. If we would gain the 
Help and Aſſiſtance of Ala, we muſt obey his 


Commands; and well are we aſſured in the 


Law of our Prophet, that af Mecca ſhall the 
Prayer of the Faithful be heard. Wherefore, O 
Heram, no longer my Slave but my Friend, 
lead forth my Armies with Confidence and Truſt, 
and doubt not but that he, who daily refreſheth 
the Sun with Light; will ſhortly reſtore Mr/nar 
to the Throne of his Forefathers.”

« Dabulcombar, than in the Boſom of this Foreſt. 
c Here the wild Beaſts will not flatter me, nor 
&« will the lordly Lion acknowledge me the Sultan 
of his wild Domains. 

„% On what Prop then muſt that weak Tendril 
« Man, entwine himſelf, on what Rock muſt the 
% Son of Farth build his Security? Thanks be to 
„the Faith delivered unto me from Mabomet, the 
« holy Prophet of Arabia. In Ala ſhall be my 
* Truſt, who ruleth over all the Children of his 
« Hand, and is Lord over the Haunts of Beaſts, 
« as well as the Dwellings of Mankind.“ 

With ſuch "Thoughts, Mifrar paſſed along for 
many Days, till one Night at a Diſtance he per- 
ceived the Skies looked red with Light, and various 
Fires; and by the Noiſe, which increaſed in his 
Cats, found that ſome 1:dians were carouſing in 
the Woods before him.

* And how long, ſaid Miſnar, doth this Feaſt 
« laſt?” 

© This, anſwered the old Woman, is the third 
« Night, and thefe Fires muſt blaze yet eleven 
Nights and Days more, during which Time the 
« Ax is not ſeen in the Hands of the Foreſter, nor 
% doth the Bow twang in the Woods of Tarapa- 
jan, neither may he which ſeeth theſe Rites, de- 
« part till they be fulfilled.” 

Miſuar was thunderſtruck at this Relation, and 
ere he could anſwer the Crowd gathered around 
him. | 

“ Come, ſaid he that appeared to be Chief, let 
«© us initiate this Stranger into our Rites; bring 
& hither the Skin of the Tyger, and the Paw of 
5 the Lion, and the Lance, and the Bow that 
„ twangs not in the Woods of Tarapajan during

„% Now, ſaid the Chief, when the Dance was fi- 
« niſhed, ſound the hollow Inſtruments of Braſs, 
* which give notice to the Moon and to the Stars, 
* that this Stranger is about to ſwear not to reveal 
« our Rites. Lay thine Hand on thine Head, faid 
© the Chief to the diſguiſed Sultan, and put thy 
„ Finger on thy Mouth and fay, 

« As the ſtarleſs Night is dark, as the Cave of 
« Death is dark, ſo ſhall my Thoughts and Words 
© continue in Darkneſs, concerning the Feſtival of 
« Tygers.“ | 

« And wherefore, ſaid Miſnar, is this Silence 
« impoſed? and what ſhall betali him that ſweareth 
* not unto you? is not the Mind of Man free? 
* and who ſhall offend him, who ſeeketh not to 
„ offend others?“ 

© Whoſoever, anſwered the Chief, travelleth, 
*« ſhould become obedient to the Cuſtoms of thoſe 
„People among whom he tarrieth.” 

* Right, continued Mifnar, and I am willing 
upon two Conditions to fulfill your Will; Firſt 
you ſhall all ſwear, that | be at Liberty to pur- 
** ſne my Journey on the eleventh Day; and next, 
„that | ſhall not be bound to perform aught con- 
* trary to the Law of Mabomet.” | 

* Stranger, replied the Chief, when we are at 
Liberty to depart, thou ſhalt depart likewiſe; 
but during this Feſtival, which is held in Honour 
« of our noble Anceſtor, who remained fourteen 
*© Days in this Foreſt, till he had ſubdued a raven- 
* ous Race of Tygers, no Man that is entered 
* here, may ſtir from hence till the Fires be ex- 
* tinguiſhed, for by Fire did our Anceſtors drive 
away and deſtroy the Tygers and Beaſts of the Fo- 
** reſts, and by Fire do we commemorate his migh- 
** ty Deeds. Neither, continued the Chief, may we 
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** reveal theſe Rites to any one but thoſe ho by 
Accident eſpy them; for ſuch as are preſent with 
* us, we are bound to receive into our Society; 
** wherefore we compel thoſe who come among 
us, to keep in Silence the Knowledge of our 
2 Mites.“ 
If ſuch is your Cuſtom, anſwered Miſnar, [

nue in Darkneſs concerning the Feſtival of Ty.

As he uttered theſe Words, the whole Aſſembly 
again danced around him, till the hollow brazen In- 
ſtruments were ordered to ſound, and all the Inha- 
bitants of the Foreſt were commanded to receive 
the diſguiſed Sultan as their Brother.

inted to him, the Cadi, who ſaw him not, think- 
ing that I meant to mock him, ordered me another 
hundred Laſhes with the Chabouc.

Robes: My People eequire my Preſence, and

: Flaram aroſe, and the Sultan embracing him, 
aid, 

*© O From, I am de ſirous of hearing the Parti- 
* culars of thy Fate, but publick Advantage muſt 
not yield to private Friendſhip.“ 

The faithful Haram then haſtened to call toge- 
ther the Princes and the Viziers of the Court of 
Delly, and gave Orders, that the Army ſhould 
de drawn up in the royal Square before the Di- 
van. | 
The Sultan Miſnar being arrayed in his imperial 
Robes, delayed not to ſhew himſeif to his People; 
and no ſooner did he appear, than his Subjects cried 
out,“ Long live the Sultan of our Hearts, who 
alone was able to conquer the Powers of Enchant- 
© ment!” 

The Sultan was overjoyed to find his People re- 
ceived him wi h Gladneſs, and commanded Money 
to be thrown among the Populace, and double 
Subſiſtance to be iſſued out to his Army, 

The Viziers and Officers of Juſtice being aſſem- 
bled in the Divan, waited the Arrival of their Sol- 
tan, and Miſnar having aſcended his Throne, com- 
minded Horam to deliver io him a faithful Account 
of his Enemies.

* rived, with Tidings that all the ſouthern Provin- 
* ces had revolted, that the Enchantreſs Ulin was

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bubal was declared Sultan of India by her, and 
that ſhe was determined to ſupport his Cauſe, 

“Upon this, I took ſuch Precautions as doubt. 
leſs my Sultan muſt have read in the Tablets; 


but my Precaution ſeemed vain; for the next 


Night we were on a ſudden terrified with a fe. 
cond Alarm, that the Rebels were within half ; 
Day's March of our Camp, which I thought 
conſidering their former Diſtance, muſt be the 
effect of Enchantment. 

* This threw our Officers into the greateſt Con. 
ſternation, who colle&ing themſelves in a Body, 
came ruſhing toward the royal Tent, and de. 
manded a Sight of the Sultan, and declared their 
Reſolution of revolting to the Enemy, unle(;

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4 which was ſucceeded by a violent Clap of Thun- 
der, and while we were looking at each other, the 
« Wood inſtantly vaniſhed, and I found myſelt in 
„my Palace at Delly. What became of Maboud, 
« or the Princeſs of Caſimir, I know not; but I was 
« ſenſible that my Prince had conquered the En- 
« chantreſs, who had laid ſuch hteful Chains upon

« | haſtened to the Divan of Viziers and Emirs 
« who were aſtoniſhed at my Preſence. They 
« were met in order to appoint a Sultan, having 
% juſt heard from the Army, that both their Sultan 
« and his Vizier were fled from the Encampments. 
« A Friend of Abubal's had propoſed that Prince to 
« ſucceed my royal Maſter, and Orders were given 
* to proclaim him when [ arrived in the Divan. 

„ Being acquainted with the Reſolutions of the 
« Viziers and Emirs, I proclaimed aloud that my 
© royal Maſter Miſnar was alive, and that he had 
&« deſtroyed the Enchantreſs Ulin, who eſpouſed the 
« Cauſe of Abubal. 

“ At this Declaration the Vrziers and Emirs prg- 
&« {trated themſelves, and gave Thanks to Ala, and 
* the Trumpets and the Cornets went through the 
Streets of Delly, and proclaimed my Arrival, 
* and the Victory of Miſnar their Sultan, over the 
% Enchantrefs Ulrn. 

„ diipatched Orders before the Divan broke 
* up, to the Army, with Advice of your Succeſs, 
* and commanded a Part to march for the City of 
* Delly, leaving only a ſufficient Number of Troops

* Having ſettled the Affairs of my Maſter, to 
complete my Joy, "Tidings were brought me of 
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* his Approach, and Horam is again bleſſed with 
* the Sight of his Sultan.“ | 

The Vizier H:ram having finiſhed his Relation, 
bowed himſelf before the Sultan, and ſaid, “ Shall 
* thy Slave give Orders that an Embaſſador be ſent 
* to the Sultan of Cufſimir, to enquire after the 
© Fate of the Princeſs Hemyunab 2” 

„ Horam, anſwered the Sultan, while War 
4% ſtalks thus boldly through our Dominions, it 
+ were vain to aſſume a State that we may in a 
„% Moment be bereaved of. No, Horan, let us 
« wait for more proſperous Hours.“ 

Early in the Morning ſeveral Meſſengers arrived 
with the News of the Death of U'in, and the Re- 
volt of ten Provinces from Abubal, and ſoon after 
the Provinces ſent Deputies to excuſe their Rebel— 
lion, and to beſcech the Sultan to pardon their Of- 
fences. 

Miſnar yielded to their Prayers, but ordered 
ſome of the moſt faithful of his Troops to march 
into their Borders, and to encamp among thems 
« The Sultan then redreffed the Grievances which 
his Soldiers had committed, as far as he was able, 
and by a juſt and equal Law, obliged every Diviſion 
to furniſh ſuch a Number of Troops; for although 
no Clouds were then ſeen to interrupt his Reign, 
yet Miſnar was aſſured that he ſhould ſhorily be 
called upon to exerciſe his Prudence, through the 
Wiles of his Enemies the Enchanters. 

Nor were his Fears unjuſt; Abubal, though de- 
ſerted by the Provinces, was yet eſpouſed by the 
Magician Happuck, who hearing of the Defeat of 
his Siſter Nin, was reſolved to revenge the Cauſe 
of that deteſted Race. | 
It was not long before the Sultan heard the Ma- 

ician Happuck was encouraging the Provinces who 
had followed Ulin, again to revolt from their Suk- 


tan; but the Fear of Miſnar's Troops over-awed 
| them, 
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them; and whatever might be their real Inclina- 
tions, yet they were obliged to refuſe the Offers 
and the Intreaties of Happuck, 

The Sultan, to ſecure their Obedience the more 
effectually, increaſed the Number of his Forces in 
the Provinces, and preſerved the Chain of Com- 
munication trom them, quite through his extenſive 
Dominions. 

The Magician finding the Sultan's Forces fo well 
diſpoſed, and that no Encouragement could prevail 
on the ſouthern Provinces to revolt, abandoned his 
Deſign of ſucceeding by the Force of Arms, and 
flew to the Weapons of Craft and Diſſimulation. 

Tho' Happuck had now been employed near a 
Year in raiſing Commotions among the Subjects of 
hidia, two Provinces only owned the Government 
of Abubal, the reſt continued firm in their Loyalty

Theſe Provinces had raiſed a light Army of about 
forty thouſand Men, who by forced Marches, ha- 
raiſed the neighbouring Provinces around them. 

Of theſe, three thouſand Horſemen parted ſud- 
denly from the reſt, and by following untrequented 
TraQts over the Mountains and through the Fo- 
reſts, arrived at length within two Days March of 
Delly. 
Here pitching their Tents, they ſent ſeveral of 
their chief Officers to Delly, to aſſure the Sultan, 
that they were greatly afflited at their Crimes, 
and were deſirous of laying down their rebellious 
Arms at his Feet. 

Horam the Vizier received theſe Suppliants, and 
repreſenting their Contrition to the Sultan, he com- 
manded them to join the main Army, at the ſame 
Time ſending Diſpatches to his General to diſmount 
them from their Horſes, and to encamp them in 
ſuch a Situation, as they might not be able either 

to 
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to eſcape, or to annoy his Army, if they ſhould be 
diſpoſed to revolt again. 

The Magician Happuck, who was among the Of. 
ficers that appeared at Delly, and who had contriv. 
ed the Revolt in Order to get into the Preſence of 
the Sultan, was greatly chagrined to find that the 
Vrzier Horam received him, and that he was not 
to be admitted into Miſnar's Preſence. But con- 
cealing his Diſappointment, he, with the reſt, joined 
the three thouſand Horſemen, and marched to the 
grand Army of Miſnar. 

Once a Year the whole Army is reviewed by 
the Sultan in Perſon, and it happened that the diſ- 
guiſed Magician, and his Troop of Horſemen, ar- 
rived at the Army three Days before this general 
Review. |

render yourſelf inviſible, why cannot you enter 
4 the Sultan's Palace unſeen, and ſtab him to the 
* Heart.” 

« Faithful /brac, anſwered the Magician, you 
« know not the Powers which ſupport this Boy-like 


% Urchin. The Genius Baboudi, at whole _—_ 
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„gut Race trembles, is his Guardian, and prevents 
my Approach; and it is written in the Volumes 
« of Fate, that no Enchantment ſhall prevail againſt 
« Miſnar, unleſs he firſt allow our crafty Race 
« tg deceive him. Otherwiſe [brac doſt thou ſup- 
„ poſe, that ſo many of my Brethren, before 
„ whom the Mountains tremble and the Ocean

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The loud Clarions ſounded, the lively Notes of the 
Trumpets were heard, and the brazen Cymbals 
ſhook the trembling Air. 

The Magician, who was impatient to perpetrate 
the malicious Purpoſes of his Heart, was elated at 
the warlike Sound, and he beheld the Sultan's Re- 
tiaue at a Diſtance, with ſuch Joy as the Eagle views 
the Flocks of Sheep on the Plains of Homah.

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Abubal fled at the News, and hid himſelf in the 
Mountains, for he, feared leſt his Soldiers ſhould 
betray him, and deliver him up to his Brother. 

But Ollamand the Enchanter, who ficlt counſelled 
the Sultan of India to ſecure his Throne, by ſpilling 
the innocent Blood of his Brother, now reſolved. to 
revenge the common Cauſe; he therefore directed 
the Steps of Abubal to a Cave in the Mountains, 
where, fatigued with Flight, and fearful of Purſuit, 
the royal Rebel arrived in the Heat of the Day.

fhubal was encouraged by the Words of Olla- 
mand, and the Enchanter having opened his Deſign 
to the Prince, invited him to behold the Riches of 
his Caſtle. N 

Paſſing through the Hall of Bones, they deſcended 
into a ſquare Court much more ſpacious than the 
former. In the Middle of which appeared a deep 
and dark Pit. 

This Court contained four hundred Gates of maſſy 
Braſs, and each Gate was ſupported by nine enor- 
mous Hinges of the ſame Metal. 

As Ollomand' the Enchanter entered this Court,

On 
theſe were heaped Arms, deliberately faſh:oned for 
the Offence of Mankind, Swords, Daggers, Po- 
mards, Stilettoes, Hangers, Scimmats, Rapiers. 
In the forth Part of the Court, u hich was behind? 
flbubal, were ſlored the more refined amt deftrac- 
tive Inſtruments of European War, the Grenades, 
the Firelock, the Piſtol, the Muſket, the Blunder-' 
buſs, the Culverin, the Petard, the Cannon, the' 
Howitzer, the Bomb, the Mortar, and their ac- 
curſed Food, Bags of Powder, Balls of Lead, and 
Iron Shel's, and Carcaſes. | 

Abubal, who underſtood hut little of theſe Inſtru- 
ments, was amazed at their Conſtruction, and

Abubal and the Enchanter aſcended, and were con- ( 
veyed in a dark Cloud to the Woods, behind the 
City of Orixa. 

When Ollymand's Chariot alighted on the 
Ground, he touched the Dragons with his Wand, 
and they became four Camels laden with Merchan- 
oe, and the Chariot was converted into an He- 
phant. Abubal became like a Merchant, and the 
Enchanter appeared as a black Slave. 

They entered the Town in the Evening, and the

The Bales of Abubal, the ſham Merchant, being 


opened, were found io contain chiefly Vlaterials for 
cloathing the Officers of the Army. 

The Troops of Miſnar hearing this, were his 
chief Cuſtomers, and as Abubal fold his Wares ve- 
ry cheap, he ſoon got acquainted with all the Offi- 
cers at Orixa. 

In all his Converſations with them, the Enchan- 
ter had directed Abubal to lament the{mall Salaries 
which the Army were allowed; this was a Subject 
all agreed in, and ſoon led to more Jucrative Offers, 
if they would embrace the Cauſe of Abubal. The 
Officers, who were for the moſt Part Soldiers for 
the Sake of Pay and Plunder, rather than Duty and 
Honour, ſoon came into the ſham Morchant's Pro- 
poſal, and in ten Days Abubal found himſelt in a 
Condition to recover the Province of Orixa.

The Troops of Abubal finding themſelves free 
from the Attacks of the Sultan's Army, endea- 
voured to comfort their Prince, who was grieved 
and deje & ed at the Loſs of his Friends. And the, 
Provinces of the South, to diſſipate his Gloom, be- 
ſought him to permit them to raiſe a Pavilion wor- 
thy of his Dignity, as heretofore he contented him- 
ſelf with ſuch as his Generals made Uſe of, | 

The Prince Abubal, who by Nature was not 
formed for War or Conteſt, but only ſtirred up by 
the Enchanters to be their Tool againſt the Sultan 
his Brother, was eaſily perſuaded to accept of the 
Offers of his Troops, and an hundred curious Arti- 
2ans were ſet to work, to contrive and ereCt a ſump- 
tuous Pavilion for the Uſe of the Prince. 

To theſe Workmen, all the Provinces who ac-— 
knowledged the Authority of Abubal, ſent Dia- 
monds, and Jewels, and rich Silks, and all the coſtly, 
Materials of the World, to finiſh the ſplendid Pavi- 
lion, which they purpoſed to raiſe for their Prince. 

While the ſumptuous Tent. was raiſing, * the 
Squadrons of, Ahaback drew nearer and nearer, and 
the Elephants of Fits were within thirty Days of 
the Camp of Ahbubal.

The Vizier having obtained his End, ſent a Meſ- 
ſenger to Abubal, and deſired forty Days Truce 
might exiſt between the Armies, which the Prince 
readily agreed to. ;

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la a few Hours the Truce was proclaimed in the 
Sultan's Camp, and when Miſnar hoped that his 
Vizier would have attacked the Rebel Army with 
a Force more than double their Number, he heard 
the Trumpets ſound a Truce in the Tents. 

Such a Behaviour, ſo contrary to Reaſon, alarmed 
the Sultan, and he ſent for the Vizier Horam, and 
demanded his Reaſons for making a Truce with his 
Enemies. 

* My Lord, anſwered Horam, I have heard that 
* the ſouthern Provinces are erecting a Pavilion for 
% your Rebel Brother Abubal, which in Splendor 
« and Magnificence is to ſurpaſs all the Glories of

* than by Duty and Honour, I feared that Abubal's 
* glorious Pavilion might draw the neighbouring 
Cities into his Encampment, and thereby

« of my Prince. For this Reaſon I beſought my 
Lord to give me the Command of his Army for 
« forty Days; in which Space, I purpoſe to build 
4% thee ſuch a Pavilion, as ſhall far out-ſhine in 
* Splendor every Glory upon Faith,” 

% FHeram, anſwered the Sultan, I have put all 
&« Things into thine Hands, but let me belcech 
& thee to be careful of thy Maſter.” 

The Vizier Horam leaving the Sultan, ſent to 
Delly for Workmen-and Artificers, and ordering 2 
large Spot to be incloſed, that none might behold 
his Pavilion till it was completed, he cartied on the 
Work with great Care and Aſſiduity. | 

While theſe Works of Peace, rather than of 
War, were carrying on in the two Armies of Mi/- 
nar and Ahubal, the Reinforcements of Ababack and 
Defra arrived. And the Captains in the Sultan's

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made to the Rebel Army, while the Vizier was 
ſpending his Time with his curious Workmen, pe- 
titioned the Sultan, that one might be put over 
them, who loved War, rather than the Amuſe-

The Sultan, who thought with his Captains, 
that Horam was rather betraying, than forwarding 
his Cauſe, commanded the Vizier to be brought 
before him, and in the Preſence of his Captains 
aſked him, why he delayed to lead his Troops 
againſt the Rebel Army. 

The Vizier Horam made no Anſwer to the Sul. 
tan's Queſtion, but deſired his Lord to bring the 
Captains toward the Pavilion which he had ereQed. 

As ſoon as the Sultan appeared before the Inclo- 
ſure, ſeveral Slaves behind were employed to re- 
move it, ſo that in an inſtant, Mi/ner and his Ca 
tains beheld the moſt magnificent SpeQacle that 
Art could atchieve. 

The Sight of the Pavilion was highly acceptable 
to the Army of the Sultan, but the Captains juſtly 
condemned a Performance, which had, without 
Cauſe, waſted the greateſt Part of the Coffers of 
India. 

The Pavilion was ſituated at one Extremity of 
the Sultan's Army, at a ſmall Diſtance from a rock 
Mountain, and ſurrounded by a Grove of Palm 
Trees, Part of which had been cut down by the 
Viier's Order, to admit the Air and the Light a- 
mong the reſt. It was compoſed of Crimſon Vel- 
vet, embroidered round with Flowers, and Feſ- 
toons of Silver and Gold, and in the Body was 
worked, in golden "Tiſſue, the Death of the En- 
chanters Ulin, Happuck, Ollomand, and Taſnar. 


The 
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The Pavilion ſtood upon a Carpet, or Cloth of 
Gold, and within ſide was ſupported by four maſſive 
Pillars of burniſhed Gold; the Cieling of the Ca- 
nopy within was ſtudded with Jewels and Diamonds, 
and under it were placed two Sofa's of the richeſt 
Workmanſhip. 
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
